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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/763,445 on 
May 25, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-5, 8-9, 11-14, 16-18, 20, 22-28, 30-31, 33, 35, 37-39, 41, and 59-76 are 
allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the powertrain system as claimed, and particularly including a 
power shut, wherein the first motor-generator is a generator and the second motor generator is a 
motor when the driveline torque is positive, including the remaining structures and controls of 
claims 1 and 28, respectively. The present invention also particularly includes the first motor- 
generator being a motor and the second motor-generator being a generator when the driveline 
torque is negative, and including the remaining controls and structures of claims 16 and 67, 
respectively. The present invention also particularly includes the power shut selectively shunting 
all power produced by the prime mover from the input to the output such that no power is 
transmitted through the gear ratios, and including the remaining structure and controls of claim 
60. The present invention also particularly includes the power shunt configured to rout power 
through the second power path such that the rotational speed of a ratio gear is substantially 
similar to the rotational speed of an engaging clutch during a gear ratio change, and including the 
remaining structure and controls of claim 68.
